BERLIN, April 23,—A German statis- 
tician ‘figures that the gigantic war in- 
demnity .of $1,000,000,000,. which Bis- 
marck extorted from France in 1871, 
has heen almost completely. repaid to 
France in the shape of German losses 
at French gambling resorts. 

He estimates that the Germans at 
Monte Carlo and on the French Riviera 
are spending on rotilette and other 
gambling pastimes $10,500,000 a: yaar, 
and that they are dropping $2,500,000 
in other French gambling. places. 

The French gambling house keepers, 
according to his calculations, have 
bagged from the Germans. since the 
Franco-Prussian . war \. $875,000,000, 
there remaining only $125,000,000 neéc- 
essary to recoup France in full for the 
war indeninity. 

The Germans are now the predom- 
inant nationality at Monte Caflo and 
in the Riviera, and they have long béen 
among: the most invéterate players .at 
the gaming places of thé region.

TAFT WINS NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Also Sure of Rhode Island, and May 
Get lowa Also.

CONCORD, N. H;, April 23.—In the first 
State-wide Presidential preferencé ‘pri- 
Mary ever held in New England, New 
Hampshire to-day gave a decisive verdict 
for President Taft, who will have. the 
eight. votes ofthis State in the Chicago 
convention. 

While complete returns will. not be at 
hand until to-morrow, it is estimated that 
Taft will-have 500 out of 811 delegates 
to ‘the State convention, and majorities in 
both of the district convehtions. Taft's 
largest vote was in the cities, but in the 
rural districts hé also ran ahead of Roose- 
velt. 

Victory was practivally conceded to Taft 
to-night by Roosevelt leaders, including 
Gov. Robért P. Bass. Returns recéived at 
the Roosevelt headquarters from or 
the 200 cities and towns gave Taft 380 
delegates and Roosévelt 284, out of a total 
of 811 in the State Convention. 

The Roosevelt -leaders~ conceded the 
First District to Taft but claimed a fight- 
ing chance in the. Second District, al- 
though admitting ‘ineomplete returns 
showéd a Taft lead there. 

Gen, H. M. Baker, Chairman of the 
Taft League, said to-night: 

“ The returns recelved up to 11 o'clock 
to-night show that President Taft has 
carried the State and both Congressional 
districts. by substantial .majorities,.

Capt. Turner of the Mauretania 
4 Says Former Stay Afloat Longer. 

Capt. W. T. Turner of the,Cunard liner 
Mauretania said yesterday that it seemed 
to him’ that the officers of the. Titanic 
had done their best to prevent a panic | 
on board, and for this they were to be 
commended. 


“Some persons 





were drowned who 
might have been saved,” the Captain 
said. “‘ but, oh the other hand, a panic 
among the passengers and a stampede 
for the boat would have had terrible 
consequences.” 

With regard to the superiority of.large 
vessels oVer smaller craft from the safe- 
ty point of view, Capt. Turner said that 
no ‘vessel afloat was uwmnsinkable.

The charge against Judge Archbdalé is 
that he bought from.the Erie Rafiroad for 
$3,500, a..culm heap atethe Katy@ja@ Mine, 
near Moosic, Penn., which he contracted 
to sell ‘to the Lackawanna & Wyoming 
Valley Electric Line for $35,000. The 
fact that the Erie Road is frequently a 
suitor in the Commerce Court furnishes 
the gravamen of tHe charge. 

it is not alleged’ that Afchbald*has: at 
any tithe rendered a’ decision favoring the 
Brie Road; but it<is charged that lis 
decisions have uniformly been for rail- 
roads and against private parties, and 
therefore he has placed himself in a very 
serious position before the country.
